In ‘Comeback’ 


“Merry-Go-Round’ * and “Spider” 
Revert to Former Policy 
of Afternoon Shows 


NEW YORK. July 11.—The experimen‘ 
which the Broadway producers have been 
conducting with the English idea of no 
Saturday matinees during the summer 
months, instead of substituting an extra 
midweek performance, is showing varied 
results. with two of the current attrac- 
tions reverting to the Saturday policy 
afer two weeks of plaving without it 
Richard Herndon’s Merry-Go-Round, a* 
the Klaw Theater. and Sam Harris and 
Al Lewis’ The Spider, at the Music Box 
Theater, one of the smash hits of the 
season, have found the idea unprofitable 
and Saturday switched back to their 
original policy. 

There remain five attractions still 
carrying on without Saturday matinees, 
three of them playing extra mid-week 
performances instead, one playing sno 
Saturday performances at all, and the 
fifth playing only evening performances 
Results of the experiment show that the 
so-called “class” productions profit most 
by the change in policy. with the more 
commerv‘ial attractions reaping a greater 
harvest on Saturday. This is reasoned 
on the basis that the transient popula- 
tion that visits New York week-ends 
patronizes the latter class, while the per- 
manent population takes in the former 
during the week, and spends its Satur- 
days and Sundays at the near-by shore 
resorts. The Play's the Thing, at the 
Henry Miller Theater: The Constant 
Wife, starring Ethel Barrymore, at the 
Maxine Elliott Theater, and The Grand 
Street Follies, at the Little Theater, all 
three classed distinctly as “class” shows, 
have been playing to crowded houses at 
their extra performances during the 
week. Crime, at the Times Square Thea- 
ter, while it may be classed among the 
profitable productions of the season, was 
hard hit by the warm weather. Carrying 
a large cast, it was planned for a time 
to close the production, but the cast 
called a meeting, voting to take a cut in 
salary for the summer months on con- 
dition that all matinee performances be 
discontinued. The Ladder, at the Cort 
Theater, can hardly be considered in the 
same category with any of the other 
productions, it being the freak of the 
season from a box-office standpoint. The 
piece has been playing all season to 
negligible support, and has carried on 
only thru the backing of a wealthy 
Texas oil operator who is interested in 
promoting its religious theme. For the 
past few weeks the weekly grosses have 
amounted to but a few hundred dollars, 
the management discontinuing both 
Saturday performances and playing only 
the regular Wednesday afternoon show.

Indpts. May Fight 
“Political Benefits” 


Agents Seek To End Practice of 
Managers To Gain Favor by 
Deadhead Programs 


NEW YORK. July 9 — Independent 
agents are up in the air over the grow- 
ing practice among theater owners with 
whom they do business to demand free- 
act bills for benefit performances put on 
in an effort to curry or maintain 
political favor. The best heads in the 
independent booking game admit that 
there appears to be no graceful way out 
from this problem and that the only 
means they have of combating it is by 
refusing to meet the managers’ demands, 
with a consequent severance of business 
relations 

According to tlese agents, most of the 
houses booked by them are in the small- 
town category. Hardly a house, they 
maintain, but that violates in some 
measure some local ordinance or build- 
ing regulation, with the result that the 
owners find it to their advantage to 
Stand in right with the political powers. 


In other instances, the owner is either °” 


in politics as a side issue or has other 
business interests dependent on the 
goodwill of the local politicians. Hence 
the desire to curry favor thru the open- 
handed practices under protest. 
Putting on a benefit show for some 
local order of benevolence costs the 
manager nothing and causes him to ap- 
pear in the local limelight as a public- 
spirited citizen. To the manager goes 
all the glory and the indirect financial 
or business bencfits, while the agent and 
artiste, who actually make it all possible, 
receive no compensation whatever— 
very often not even carfare to and from 
the place of gratuitous engagement. 
This practice is common among the 
big vaudeville circuits, where wide in- 
vestment interests make it imperative 
that the circuit heads stand in right 
at all times with all political factions, 
but only recently has it taken a foot- 
hold in the independent field. 
Independent bookers look on this 
practice as being the only fly in the 
ointment of harmonious relations now 
existing between themselves and the 
artistes booked thru them. They declare 
that it has caused no amount of friction, 
with many acts recently refusing to 
carry on. The something-for-nothing 
practice is fast assuming alarming 
proportions, not only from a point of 
harmonious relations between acts and 
bookers, but in the loss of theaters to 
bookers either unable to deliver or those 


refusing to become a party to the 
scheme. 
Small agents doing a_ coffee and 


cake business, and never on the lookout 
to add a new house to their meager 
String. are stepping in and offering to 
Supply all the free acts needed, when- 
ever they learn of such refusal or in- 
ability to deliver, in an effort to steal 
business away from the larger and more 
ethical bookers. they maintain. 

Concerted action on the part of all in- 
dependent agents in refusing to supply 
free acts for these benefits is looked 
upon as the only logical solution to the 
problem.

Pointed 
Observations 


OUR CANDIDATE for the biggest farce 
in the vaudeville business is the house 
manager's report on acts. The absurdity 
of the procedure is not so pronounced in 
the circuit houses of the smaller com- 
munities, where the atmosphere is less 
of the hustle-bustle sort. but it amounts 
to farce, pure and simple. in the so- 
called neighborhood houses in first- 
class cities. Most of the circuits re- 
quire their house managers’ reports to 
be mailed the first night of the engage- 
ment. This makes it almost compulsory 
for the house mogul to catch his show 
in its rawest state. But reviewing his 
bill is but one small item in the detail 
connected with a house manager's every- 
day chores. In cases where acts discover 
thru rehearsal that they duplicate bits 
and numbers with others on the bill 
the last-minute change in routine works 
to their detriment, but rarely does the 
house manager learn of this. He is 
generally too busy with physical details 
of the house and the standardized buga- 
boo, motion picture “exploitation”. And 
there really are instances of acts being 
turned down for routes and salary de- 
mands because the house manager's 
report under these circumstances was 
unfavorable. 


IN THAT GLAMOROUS and hysterical 
era when every German was regarded by 
we 100 per centers as a_ potential 
Mephistopheles there was such a thing 
in vaudeville as opposition — sweet- 
sounding word. Back in those days an 
act that played a certain territory for 
Loew, Pantages and other independents 
it was considered damned forever as a 
booking possibility for the then big 
time. And the “scorn” system worked 
in reverse, too. Now an act of some 
reputation can Jump from one opposi- 
tion date to another with nothing to 
worry about save salary trimmings. To 
those on the ill-concealed inside every 
house in Brooklyn is opposition to the 
Loew houses in that territory—in theory. 
Many are the times, tho, when Loew 
bookers wink unhesitatingly at this 
once-enforced ruling. An act can play 
the Palace, New York, and skip to Loew's 
State, one block away, several weeks 
later with not a word of dissent from 
anyone on the three-a-day circuit pay- 
roll. Looks like the millennium is here, 
but it is not goodness of heart nor the 
pangs of conscience that make the cir- 
cuit owners throw opposition rulings in 
the discard. A _ tooth-and-claw fight 
between the managers for the “names”, 
regardless of precedent, is the one and 
only cause of the dismissal from con- 
sideration of the 10-lettered word be- 
ginning with O and ending with N.

In the interests of players, producers 
and everyone concerned with the theae- 
ter, aS well as the public, something 
ecs to be done about the intermissions 
iramatic shows The public be 
pleased—or we all suffer! The waits be- 
tween acts are unnecessarily long. They 
are too long even at the first few per- 
formances, and it is noticeable that they 
grow longer as the production settles 
into a run. Audiences become restless 
and sometimes incensed. Unquestion- 
ably this reacts on the show. The play, 
the actors, the box office suffer. In the 
old days the intermissions had to be 
fairly long. It took time to shift the 
cumbersome settings. The plays were 
of the costume variety and the changes 
were difficult. But now we have modern 
improvements, efficiency devices and all 
sorts of methods to facilitate quick 


changes. Revues and big musical pro- 
ductions prove it. Shifts can be made 
in a jiffy. But the old custom of long 


waits continues in dramatic productions 
—not because it is necessary now, but 
because of habit. Where once the time 

1s fully occupied backstage, the 


the time and the other half is spent 
The entr’acte 


indulging unwise leisure. 


is not the time for visiting and fooling 
The playgoers are out front staring at an 
uninteresting plush curtain or pacin’ 
up and down the smoking room, the 
lobby or the sidewalk with their minds 
growing farther and farther away from 
the play. Entr’acte music used to help 
out. Now it is generally considered too 
expensive. Twenty minutes to a half 
hour away from the spirit of the play is 
expensive, too. At least it can be made 
as short as possible. And that can be 
pretty short. Look at the revues and 
musicals. 
er 

What possible excuse is there for cast- 
ing players with an affected or legitimate 
Londonese speech in American dramas of 
native locale? Yet it is done time after 
time. There are countless examples on 
Broadway right now. We won't mention 
any names. We don't have to, because 
everyone can immediately name a long 
list of actors who are reading with 
broadest intonations the speeches of 
current characters who are supposedly 
citizens of our own U. S. hinterlands. 
Londonese and Park Avenue drawls are 
all right. in their place, but they are 
being offered in every sort of play, from 
backwoods dramas to slum comedies.

Who Can Answer This One? 


Editor Concert Department: 

We note in the June 18 issue of 
The Biliboard that you have had 
some discussion concerning band 
support in various localities, and that 
Vermont is disputing with Iowa the 
yhonor of being the first to support 
its bands by means of a band law. 
The clippings inclosed are from re- 
cent issues of Better Bands and Or- 
chestras and are self-expianatory. 
Kansas therefore claims to have pre- 
cedence over both States, since its 
first law permitting band support 

was passed in 1905, and the first law 
permitting a petition for an election 
on the question was passed in 1915. 
A comparison of this law with the 
one passed by Iowa in 1921 is invited. 
The writer knows that Emporia, Kan., 
was appropriating $600 annually out 
of its general fund as early as 1901, 
but by what authority I have never 
been able to learn. 

Major Landers is “The Father of 
the Iowa Band Law”, someone in 
Kansas is the grandfather of the 
band law, and who its great grande- 
father was may soon be learned.

men have they evidenced the spirit that 
they have recently, in making the future 
of burlesque safe for burlesquers

which they have discussed and debated

ANAGERS and producers who 
M watled all last season that the road 
has become a losing proposition have, 


In st cases, no one to blame but them- 
cel.es for the conditions which have af- 
fecied them. They have simply failed 


to keep abreast of the multitudinous 
ch es which have been going on in 
the amusement field and are trying to 
meet modern conditions with methods 


that are positively antiquated. These 
manavers and producers are not-“mer- 
cha? ing” their shows, to use the ex- 


pre nm of a prominent publicity man. 


In the past, when the cities and towns 
of the “provinces” depended almost 
wholly upon touring companies for their 
stace amusement, the producers and 

nivers adopted methods which have 
not been materially changed with the 
passing of years. Yet, during recent 
f everv other phase of the amuse- 
ment business has been completely re- 
constructed and rehabilitated. Today the 
opposition on the road, due to limited 


fields. is im many respects even stiffer 
than in most of the large cities. Chain 
con'rol of houses is bringing this to a 
focus 
Despite the fact that the situation ifs 
generally recognized and known to every 
showman, very few, if any. changes have 
heen made in “merchandising méthods” 
by producers in an effort to meet this 
competition. Why this is, I don't 
: nd can't understand. These same 
producers change their attractions from 
season fo season to meet the demands of 
he patrons, yet they present them by 
the sime old “rule of thumb” which was 
adequate 10 vears ago but which is 
woefully deficient today. They remedy 
one defect and neglect another just as 


Just what is the situation in general? 
First, the available drawing population 
in all of the territory cenerally cone 
sidered when speaking of the “road” has 
been steadily increasing 
Second. there is more money than ever 
before due to generally better business 
iditions. 
Third. the automobiles have expanded 
drawing territory of every theater, 
moking available patronage from small 


towns and rural districts formerly too 
far distant from the theater towns 

Fourth, amusements in general are 
more widely recognized and the old op- 
position to “theaters” is dying out 

Fifth, transportation facilities are 
better 

Sixth, increase in population of small 
cities has made more dates potentially 
available, shortening Jumps and reducing 
attendant expenses 

Now for the other side! 

The radio is beginning to cut into 
business, particularly during extremely 
cold weather. 

Presentations at the big picture houses 
are hurting. 

Consolidations are reducing the avail- 
abTe number of theaters, as the large 
exhibiting organizations are putting 
either pictures or mixed programs into 
many houses heretofore available for 
legitimate productions. 


HAT'S the result? Managers com- 

plain that business is falling off. 

That bookings are harder to get. 
That they have trouble getting into some 
cities and that in others they have the 
stiffest kind of competition from the big 
picture houses offering elaborate pro- 
grams, including pretentious presentae- 
tions. 


All of that seems to be true. 

Now, why is business falling off? 

Because, in the first place, the radio 
is offering at all times a pleasant eve- 
ning’s entertainment at one’s own fire- 
side at no cost after the installation of 
the set. It therefore means that a show 
must have a powerful attraction or 
heavy exploitation to draw the prospec- 
tive patron away from his comfortable 
fireside on a cold winter évening, make 
him dress for the theater and then spend 
the price of a pair of seats 

Because, secondiv, across the street 
this same prospective patron can see a 
good vaudeville program and a fine pic- 
ture for perhaps one-half the price of 
seats for the legitimate attraction. 
Which shall he choose? 

Because, in the third place. he can 
go downtown and find an elaborate pro- 
log of the revue type, high-grade music, 
& feature picture and several short sub- 


ion 
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jects, all for less than he pays to see 
the legitimate attraction. And the latter 
may be far from a first-class company, 
with costumes and settings showing con- 
siderable signs of wear, thus giving a 
tawdry tone to the whole performance. 
Can the patron be blamed for choosing 
the bright, new presentation program at 
the first-run picture house? 

Because, last but not at all least, the 
picture houses, the vaudeville houses and 
the combination houses are constantly 
hammering away day in and day out, 
extolling the virtues of their productions 
and their programs, building business 
for the house and establishing a steady 
clientele. On the other hand, the road 
show is getting a cut-and-dried line of 
publicity: ads and scene mats and press 
stories left by the agent weeks before 
the play dates. And no one has been 
paying any particular attention to the 
show since then. 


OW for the remedy—because there 
is a remedy! It is wholly and solely 
this! Let the producers wake up 

and take a few leaves from the bock of 
experience and the proved methods 
which are used by their opposition. Let 
them give to their road attractions the 
Same thought and consideration they 
give to their big houses in the key cities, 
particularly the houses in which they 
have their premieres on original produc- 
tions. We do not mean heavy addi- 
tional expenses, but more careful 
planning with a slight increase in ex- 
pense. Let them use judgment in their 
selection of shows for the road and give 
proper thoucht and consideration to the 
territory they are entering for the sea- 
son's tour. 

Today, the people of this nation are 
divided into three groups—-the classes, 
the masses and the asses. The first group 
is so woefully in the minority that they 
cannot be civen serious consideration. 
Then, too. they are as a rule, sufficiently 
well endowed with worldly goods as to 
permit them visiting the metropolitan 
centers when they are hungry for 
legitimate productions, and they conse- 
quently are not interested in the tour- 
ing companies of attractions they have 
already seen presented by the original 
cast or company. 


And What To Do About It 


By Carroll E. King 


The third class or croup, the asses, 
need but little consideration as they 
live up to their name and dumbly fol- 
low the lead of the second group, the 
masses. And in the second yvroup the at- 
tention centers. The masses. Mass ap- 
peal, mass psychology. mass results. Work 
to, on and for the masses and the 
financial rewards will amass. 

How to go about it? Stop the attempt 
to offer “high-brow” attractions on the 
road. The Little Theater Movement, the 
Little Playhouse groups, the Community 
Theaters, the Civic Associations and so 
on, are developing the field where 
“art” comes first and the “box office” 
second. These movements are assuming 
considerable importance, and now they 
can and do contract frequently for sea- 
sons of high-grade offerings which sweep 
clean that particular field and result 
in mighty hard sledding for a touring 
company operating on a strictly busi- 
nesslike basis and without the aid of 
a local group of promoters. 

Next, be sure to select a production 
which has been demonstrated to appeal 
to the masses. And it must be a general 
appeal—not a regional or sectional! one. 

And finally and most important of 
all—merchandise your offering. This 
season you did not, and you lost. 
Failure to properly sell the public in 
each town or city is one of the greatest, 
if not the greatest single cause of poor 
business. The writer is positive of this 
fact. For 15 years he has been closely 
associated with the amusement profes- 
sion. Ten years spent in active work in 
almost every branch. The past five years 
closely associated with the profession 
while he has been managing editor of a 
couple of newspapers. Thus, during re- 
cent years, while most of these changes 
have been developing he has been able to 
view and study all sides (and there are 
many) and to look at the situation from 
both the viewpoint of the show and pro- 
ducer, and from the angle of the public’s 
vision. This study has resulted in the 
following conclusions: 

RODUCERS of touring attractions 

must develop “public relations” to 

the highest possible degree. There 

is more money than ever before avail-

And I want to be understood when ! 
say that no one holds in higher esteem 
a precocious child who is well trained. 
polite and mannerly. 

Just here I am tempted to say some- 
thing about the alleged “manager” who 
books an attraction and at the las* 
moment, on the most ill-founded and 
trivial pretext. cancels it, leaving the 
performer high and dry. with not 
enouch margin of time to fill the open 
date 

That's another thing that is the mat- 
ter with show business. (Or, on second 
thought—no, it is NOT show business. 
for that near-emanager cannot qualify.) 

Another thing that “matters”: Re- 
cently I placed a date for a friend who 
is an artist and a gentleman with two 
small-town theaters The manager of 
one of them, a banker. signed the con- 
tract for both houses, the other being in 
his home town, and agreed to arrange 
at the other place. The performer ar- 
rived to fill his date—and the other 
manager HAD HEARD NOTHING OF 
HIS COMING. Yet the banker-manager 
offered no excuse or reparation. 

Another manager who hardly deserves 
the title writes me that they have “had 
no luck with attractions” of a sort that 
usually draw admirably. My rejoinder 
is that when managers learn to read the 
show papers, get acquainted with ther 
own profession and the people who are 
qualified to deliver the goods—in a 
word, make their business a BUSINESS 
and not merely a substitutional appen- 
dix wherein they can wheedle their fel- 
low citizens out of enough money to 
pay the rent—when they learn to book 
genuine. ATTRACTIONS instead of 
amateurs and strolling mountebanks 


who usually last a few fortnights and 
then take the toboggan to the oblivion 
from which they came—then guarantee 
these attractions to their patrons—we 
shall begin to approach the solution. 

We have too many “managers” who 
should be operating poolrooms (most of 
them are, I think). 

Another thing: WHEN arg we going 
to develop a local manager who is wise 
enough and progressive enough to offer 
his public an occasional attraction other 
than the pre-glacial motion picture?

They 
won't rally to a cause to help them- 
selves until they find themselves up 
against a hard spot and then they say 
we are being forced out of towns. Let 
them rally to the tent showmen’'s or- 
ganization under the capable manace- 
ment of Paul English and other real 
showmen and soon they will find a wel- 
come in the cities instead of opposition 
At least they will find that unity will 
get them a lot more than trying to com- 
bat the situation single-handed. Now 
for the enclosed item. It is from Long- 
view, Wash., and the company is charged 


with violating the city ordinance. But 
get the joker. Six complaints were filed 
charging violation of the city ordi- 
nances, but the complaints were made 
by William Ripley. manager of the Co- 
lumbia Theater of Longview. 

What I am trying to figure out is this: 
Is Mr. Ripley the only law-abiding and 
wide-awake citizen in Longview? Why 
should he alone be the one to file a 
complaint against the tented attraction? 
Every picture he shows is a product not 
made or owned in his State. Where does 
the rent that he pays for his films go 
to? Where does his picture machines 
come from?

every critical problem develops within 
the 40 hours preceding play date. 


The house man is unsafe. He is 
primarily interested in his own house. 
and no matter how good he is. he does 
not consider the welfare of the show 
Only a few months aco a house publicity 
man in a live town turned loose a lot of 
publicity on an incoming attraction in 
an effort to spurt up attendance by giv- 
ing the impression that the attraction 
was “hot”. He got business for his own 
house. But when the attraction went 
into other near-by cities it was found 
that the reports emanating from his 
stories had badly hurt business The 
sooner producers invest about one per 
cent of their gross in a good personal 
representative of their own, the quicker 
they will save lost dates, avoid legal 
troubles and build up steady business 
for their attractions. One bad week, one 
lost date, one legal mixup that might 
have been prevented will pay the per- 
sonal representative's salary for several 
weeks. leaving all the daily increase in 
business as velvet, with peace of mind 
and increasing goodwill among the 
patrons as a bonus. 


During the past season we have 
noticed literally hundreds of set-up 
opportunities for fine publicity com- 
pletely lost to various touring come 
panies because of the lack of a “per- 
sonal representative’. There is not @ 
date, not a city, not even a town but 
what will produce live local publicity 
of some sort for an enterprising personal 
representative. Tieups of every descrip- 
tion abound and are Just waiting to be 
erabbed. And during the weeks preced- 
ing the fall opening Just as many gold 
mines are wasted because of the lack of 
someone to grab them. 


O READ the list of qualifications 
listed above might make one believe 
that publicity men who measure up 

are rare and hard to find. But we could 
mention offhand a score or more. Wells 
Hawks in one field, Bob Hickey in an- 
other line of activity and Carleton Col- 
lins in still another, are representative 
of the type of men we mean. 


Today. with the many consolidations. 
absorptions and reorganizations in the 
amusement field. the opposition § 15 
stroncer, the field smaller in that 
respect; and in ratio, the value of a 
date or booking is greater than ever. 
Productions are heavier, casts are more 
expensive and the risk is therefore in- 
creasinely heavy. The best insurance a 
producer can have for the future seasons 
is a good, dependable, versatile personal 
representative 


And we venture this assertion: Within 
three seasons producers will have come 
to so value public relations that 75 per 
cent of them will have as their right- 
hand men high-priced Directors of Pub- 
lic Relations. 

Then the road will show a good profit.

He wants 
to live in a goog neighborhood, dress in 
the height of fashion, live in an expen- 
sive house, which he equips with an 
electric sweeper, refrigerator and radio, 
and not satisfied with these modern 
conveniences he purchases an automo- 
bile. He is unable to resist the tempta- 
tion of the liberal installment plan of 
payment. He dotes on the rich man’s 
luxuries. On Sundays and holidays in- 
stead of patronizing the beaches, as he 
was wont to in the past, he Jumps into 
his automobile and takes a week-end 
trip of 500 miles that costs him 7 cents 
a mile to operate the car. Along the 
route most every gas station has a hot- 
dog stand where he can satisfy his appe- 
tite cheaply and quench his thirst with 
a bottle of pop. The automobile is di- 
verting the traffic from the beaches. 
Daylight saving is another hard blow. 
The building of additional parks is be- 
ing felt. The banks are urging saving. 
while the producers of our commodities 
are extending to the consumer such lib- 
eral terms of payment that the average 
individual overbuys himself uncon- 
sciously until he wakes up and finds he 
is overburdened with obligations. Is it 
any wonder the beaches are feeling the 
pinch of this situation?”

The C. A. C. purchased the property 
several years ago for $225,000 cash, and 
the present offer from Irons evidences 
the fact that it has proved a theatrical 
harvest for Irons & Clamage, as oper- 
ators, and for the C. A. C. as investor 
in theatrical property. 

The C. A. C., in control of other houses 
on the circuit, is in receipt of similar 
offers from realty investors for some of 
its other holdings that have made 
phenomenal increase in value since the 
original purchase. 

Scribner and Goldstein Successful

to follow as a bad example, especially 
when it affects the monied interests of 
those setting the example, but it even- 
tually affects those most vitally interest- 
ed, be they monied investors or those de- 
pending for their maintenance on those 
investors. 

Scribner's actions during the past 
week have set an example that will have 
an influential effect on everyone in bur- 
lesque, so give credit to whom credit 
is due. Herk in his working agreement 
with Scribner has set another example 
that will work advantageously to every- 
one in burlesque, especially those on the 
Mutual Circuit, and it’s now up to pro- 
ducers, principals and choristers indi- 
vidually and collectivily to co-operate 
by giving to their individual productions 
and presentations the best that can be 
given. 

With every prospect of a profitable 
season in store for shows on both cir- 
cuits competitive co-operation will at- 
tract the attention of everyone to bur- 
lesque, especially the customers who pay 
for their pleasure.

reviewers who would rather commend 
than criticize.

A squawk on 
the part of the advance agent resulted 
in letters to his office accusing him of 
drunkenness and all the other crimes on 
the advance agent calendar.

Detroit Spectacle Flops; 
Suits Follow Collapse 


DETROIT. July 11.—Filing of suits for 
salaries and other claims followed 
the sudden closing last Tuesday of The 
Last Davs of Pompeit, a spectacle at the 
State fairgrounds here. Officers of the 
Civic Productions Company named in 
suits filed by performers and others 
holding claims are Earl F. Newberry, 
general director; Richard Sylvester, pro- 
duction director; Robert A. Leunis, sec- 
retary: Robert A. Kelly, treasurer, and 
W. J. McKay, director of public relations. 

Premature closing of the spectacle, 
which had run since June 26, was 
broucht about by the action of the 
Chicago Fireworks Company. which sup- 
plied scenery, fireworks and costumes 
under an arrangement calling for daily 
settlement of the contract bills. The 
spectacle was assumed to have been 
staged under auspices of the Detroit 
Grotto the Detroit Bike, Wayne County 


Veterans of Foreign Wars and the East- 
ern Star. These organizations, it de- 
veloped, were interested only in arrange- 
ments for sale of tickets. Many per- 
formers and others having claims have 
filed garnishment proceedings. Circus 
and vaudeville acts, it was understood, 
have made arrangements of a satisfactory 
nature, or their claims have been taken 
care of by the booking agency which 
arranged their employment. 


John McNamara, auditor of the Michi- 
gan State Fair, said the sum owing to 
the fair board for ground rental was 
small. 


The grounds were rushed by a crowd 
of more than 100.000 persons Sunday 
night, July 3, and it was believed a 
tremendous business was being done, un- 
til it developed that most of the huge 
crowd had entered on tickets distributed 
free with purchases of oil and gasoline 
by a company operating gasoline stations. 
Many other tickets were distributed free 
or sold at low prices, it was explained 
William D. Ellsworth, chairman of the 
board of trustees of Shadukiam Grotto, 
Detroit, said that 5,000 tickets had been 
turned over to that organization for sale 
at 75 cents each.
